WASHINGTON. 1>. C-Tpeb. !«.—Con 


gro-s was today warned that the gov- 
ernment's credit must be conserved 
and the basis of American prosperity 
protected, if European economic pit- 
falls are to be avoided. The danger 
signal was hoisted by Gov. \V. P. G. 
Harding of the federal reserve board. 


Gov. Harding submitted to congress 


his annual report upon the operations 
of the federal system. He traced the 
commercial reactions of the past and 
the present, the upsets due to the war 
load now being borne by the govern- 
ment. 


Gov. Harding told congress that too 


the entire world has been shaken by 
commercial and financial upheavals 
with disturbances still pronounced in 
many countries, the United States Is 
much stronger in financial resources 
and "much more self-contained" today 
than any other country on the earth. 


"But however great thg econonyc 


strength of the United States should 
be. It should be remembered that the 
country's experiences during the war 
and the very profound modifications 
•which have occurred in its economic 
system have had such far reaching 
results as to make It imperative that 
the utmost care be taken to conserve 
our credit and protect the basis of 
our prosperity If we are to avoid the 
extreme conditions which prevail in 
other countries," said Harding. 


Citing the financial chaos now ex- 


isting- In many countries, Gov. Hard- 
ing said the solvency and financial 
stability of some of them depend In 
large measures upon the Unite* 
! States.

Gov. Harding thereby pointed the 


! way to a more vigorous handling by
